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The White House announced today that United States Naval 
vessels have verified that Soviet vessels departing Cuba are 
carrying missiles. This verification was carried out at sea 
in accordance with arrangements made between the Soviet and United 
States Governments . 

The President has expressed his satisfaction that the first 
steps in carrying out the undertakings between himself and Chairman 
Khrushchev are thus expeditiously being carried out.
